Agent  worked  at  embassy  20  years  at  alumni  banquet 
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LONDON  (AP)  —  A  newspaper  reported  Sunday  than  an  undercover 
Syrian  agent  worked  as  a  clerk  for  20  years  in  the  British  Embassy  in 
Damascus  and  tricked  a  diplomat  there  into  signing  a  visa  for  Nezar  Hindawi. 

Hindawi  was  convicted  Friday  of  planting  a  bomb  in  luggage  his  girlfriend 
tried  to  bring  aboard  an  Israeli  airliner  April  17. 

Britain  accused  Syria’s  government  of  aiding  him  and  broke  diplomatic 
relations. 

The  Sunday  Times  said  Syrian  intelligence  placed  a  Palestinian  man  in  the 
British  Embassy’s  visa  section,  and  that  he  persuaded  embassy  second  secre¬ 
tary  Anthony  Arnold  to  sign  Hindawi’s  visa  “as  a  matter  of  routine.” 

It  said  the  man’s  role  was  revealed  by  a  F oreign  Office  investigative  team 
that  went  to  the  British  Embassy  in  Damascus  after  Hindawi’s  arrest.  The 
report  did  not  identify  its  sources. 

In  Tel  Aviv,  meanwhile,  an  Israeli  expert  on  Syria  said  Hindawi  was  under 
orders  from  Syrian  air  force  intelligence  chief  Gen.  Mohammed  el-Khouli  to 
blow  up  the  Israeli  El  A1  plane.  El  Khouli  reports  to  Syrian  President  Hafez 
Assad.

U.S.  Senate  control  up  for  grabs 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  last  full  week  of  the  unpredictable  campaign 
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for  Senate  control  opened  Sunday  with  Democrats  confidently  predicting 
their  candidates  can  withstand  a  last-minute  Republican  injection  of  money 
and  well-orchestrated  appearances  by  President  Reagan. 

Republicans  said  they  were  just  as  confident  that  a  nine-state  blitz  this 
week  by  the  president  —  as  well  as  broadcast  advertisements  featuring 
Reagan  in  virtually  every  state  —  will  keep  a  GOP  majority  in  the  Senate,  if 
only  narrowly. 

“If  I  was  a  betting  man,  and  I  am,  I  would  bet  we’d  win  it,  but  not  by  much,” 
said  Sen.  Lloyd  Bentsen,  D-Texas,  who  would  become  chairman  of  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  with  a  Democratic  victory. 

Senator  Richard  Lugar,  R-Ind.,  predicted  it  would  remain  in  Republican 
hands  by  a  single  seat. 


Pope  urges  one  day  of  world  peace 


PERUGIA,  Italy  (AP)  —  Pope  John  Paul  II,  greeted  Sunday  by  thousands 
of  people  singing  “We  Shall  Overcome,”  said  his  call  for  worldwide  truce  today 
may  seem  utopian  to  some  people,  but  not  to  those  who  believe  in  God. 

The  pope  condemned  what  he  called  the  “culture  of  contempt”  that  regards 
other  cultures  as  primitive,  insignificant  and  unworthy.  Such  an  attitude,  he 
said,  leads  to  a  “culture  of  death,  a  culture  of  violence  and  a  culture  of  evil.” 
The  pope  has  called  on  warring  factions  everywhere  to  lay  down  their  arms  for 
24  hours  today. 

He  was  scheduled  to  spend  Monday  in  Assisi,  15  miles  from  Perugia,  to  fast 
and  pray  for  nine  hours  along  with  the  leaders  of  11  other  religions. 

In  Perugia,  a  historic  city  adorned  with  medieval  buildings  and  churches, 
thousands  of  people  lined  the  streets  Sunday  to  hear  the  pontiff. 


Schizophrenia  therapy  aids  families 


ORLANDO,  Fla.  (AP)  —  A  new  form  of  therapy  for  relatives  of 
schizophrenics  has  dramatically  reduced  the  relapse  rate  of  the  schizophrenics 
in  the  first  nine  months  after  their  discharge  from  the  hospital,  a  new  study 
has  shown. 

In  families  receiving  the  therapy,  “parents  were  less  likely  to  be  critical  or 
guilt-inducing  to  the  patient,”  said  Jeri  Doane,  a  psychologist  at  the  Yale 
Psychiatric  Center  in  New  Haven,  Conn. 

In  contrast,  schizophrenic  patients  were  almost  certain  to  relapse  and 
return  to  the  hospital  within  nine  months  when  the  new  form  of  family  therapy 
was  not  given  to  families  with  negative  emotional  climates,  Doane  said.  “It’s  a 
radically  different  approach  to  the  family  therapy  of  schizophrenia.”

Edwards,  also. a  Harvard  School  of 
Business  graduate,  has  held  several 
top  executive  positions  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  world,  first  with  Texas  Instu- 
ments  and  then  with  Merrill  Lynch. 
He  is  currently  the  senior  executive 
vice-president  of  production  at  Lo¬ 
mas  and  Nettleton,  the  country’s 
largest  independent  mortgage  bank¬ 
ing  institution. 

Wilkinson,  an  instrument  in  the 
fundraising  for  the  Marriott  Center 
and  Cougar  Stadium,  was  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball’s  personal  physi¬ 
cian  from  1970  until  the  Prophet’s 
death  last  year.  “Earnest,  I  want  you 
to  know  that  I  no  longer  consider  you 
just  as  my  doctor,  I  consider  you  to  be 
one  of  my  family,”  President  Kimball 
once  remarked. 

Honorary  Alumni  awards  were 
given  to  Phyllis  S.  Allen,  interior  de¬ 
signer  and  former  BYU  faculty  mem¬ 
ber,  and  Ronald  E.  Malouf,  Dallas 
businessman  and  member  of  the  BYU 
School  of  Management  National  Ad¬ 
visory  Coucil.

Provo's  energy  department 
may  have  trouble  in  future

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A  management  audit  of  Provo’s  De¬ 
partment  of  Energy  concluded  that 
the  department  has  been  successful  in 
providing  reliable  service  at  a  low 
cost,  but  could  have  some  problems  in 
the  future. 

A  report  by  the  Arthur  Young  Co. , 
outlining  the  problems  and  possible 
solutions,  was  presented  to  the  Provo 
City  .Council.  The  major  problem  is  in 
management  controls  and  communi¬ 
cation,  according  to  Craig  Bott,  pro¬ 
ject  director. 

The  department  director  is  not  get¬ 
ting  sufficient  information  and  is  op¬ 
erating  a  “seat-of-the-pants  type 
management,”  Bott  said. 

Another  major  problem  is  the  lack 
of  a  formal,  documented,  long-range 
plan  outlining  the  city’s  power  re¬ 
quirements,  sources,  delivery  alter¬ 
natives  and  the  department’s  role  and 
implementation  responsibilities. 

The  study  also  said  power  board 
members  are  confused  about  their 
roles  and  responsibilities,  and  this 
leads  to  the  present  confusion  and 
conflict. 

Mayor  Joseph  Jenkins  said  he  feels 
he  has  certain  information  the  power 
board  needs  and  that  he  should  be  a 
member.  Some  of  the  council  mem¬ 
bers  said  the  mayor  could  give  the 
power  board  information  without  be¬ 
ing  a  member. 

The  study  gave  recommendations 
for  improving  the  department. 


They  were:  To  develop  a  long- 
range  strategic  plan  and  a  succession 
plan  for  key  positions;  to  document 
the  power  board’s  role,  function  and 
responsibilities;  and  to  develop  a  data 
processing  plan.

Heninger,  professor  of  zoology  said, 
“If  you  could  take  the  best  qualities  of 
all  the  people  you  ever  knew  and  dis¬ 
till  them  into  one  person,  you’d  be 
hard  pressed  to  see  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  your  result  and  Fae.” 

Engstrom,  a  University  Scholar 
and  honors  graduate,  also  earned  a 
doctorate  and  an  M.D.  in  pharmacol¬ 
ogy  from  the  University  of  Utah.  She 
is  currently  an  intern  at  Santa  Clara 
Valley  Medical  Center  and  will  take 
residency  in  anesthesiology  at  Har¬ 
vard  Medical  School  in  Boston. 

Of  these  honored  recipients  and 
alumni,  President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland 
said  he  was  deeply  touched  in  the  se¬ 
lection  of  the  awards.

In  the  early  days  of  the  LDS 
Church,  polygamy  was  practiced  by  a 
small  percentage  but  is  no  longer 
practiced  since  it  became  illegal  and 
Church  president  Wilford  Woodruff 
commanded  members  to  not  to  prac¬ 
tice  it. 

Even  though  polygamy  is  legal  in 
parts  of  Africa,  LDS  Church  mem¬ 
bers  there  are  commanded  not  to 
practice  it.  Otherwise,  Thompson 
said,  non- Africans  may  want  to  move 
there  in  order  to  have  more  than  one 
wife  and  still  be  a  member  of  the 
Church.

BYU  has  harvested  many  impor¬ 
tant  and  well-known  graduates  in  all 
areas  of  study.  Perhaps  one  of  B  YU’s 
most  visual  alumni  is  Michelle  King, 
anchorwoman  for  KUTV.

“The  Communications  Department 
gave  me  just  a  little  taste  of  my  job 
experience,”  she  said. 

“They  have  really  come  a  long  way 
since  then.  It’s  grown  to  better  meet 
the  needs  of  the  times.” 

With  the  more  updated  equipment

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person.” 

King  involved  herself  not  only  in 
her  major,  but  she  also  played  violin 
with  the  BYU  Symphony,  sang  with 
The  Sounds  of  Freedom  performing 
group,  kept  her  grades  high  because 
of  her  scholarship  and  was  voted^ 
BYU’s  Homecoming  Queen  in  1976. 

Although  all  these  activities  didn’t 
directly  relate  to  her  career,  King  felt 
they  helped  her  in  her  life. 

“To  be  a  success  is  more  than  just 
straight  A’s.  You  have  to  be  moti¬ 
vated  to  do  your  best  in  whatever  you 
want  to  do,”  she  said. 

But  rather  than  pursuing  too  many 
things  and  being  mediocre  in  all  of 
them,  King  suggested  students 
should  choose  things  that  really  inter¬ 
est  them  and  strive  to  do  their  best.

-Amos  explained  that  in  Benin  cosmology, 
•is  the  path  between  this  world  and  the  spirit 


world.  The  deity  Olokun  is  associated  with  water 
and  with  the  bearing  of  children. 

Olokun  is  generally  worshipped  by  traditional 
women  because  of  his  association  with  children. 
Once  a  person  has  been  revealed  as  a  child  of 
Olokun,  an  initiation  ceremony  is  performed,  and  a 
shrine  is  established. 

The  shrine  consists  of  a  pot  of  fresh  water,  which 
“is  a  meeting  point  between  the  realms  of  the  sea 
and  the  land.’’  Once  this  shrine  has  been  estab¬ 
lished,  the  priestess  has  a  source  of  growing  power 
and  status. 

Ben-Amos  spoke  with  three  priestesses  who 
claimed  to  have  “fallen  into  the  river  and  actually 
visited  Olokun  under  the  waters,  staying  from 
three  to  five  days.”  This  affords  these  three 
priestesses  special  authority. 

Any  priestess  is  qualified  to  perform  ritual  du¬ 
ties,  which  include  purification,  sacrifice,  healing 
and  divination.  The  practice  of  healing  is  a  form  of 


income  for  the  priestesses,  and  Ben-Amos  said 
“they  can  become  wealthy  from  their  practice.” 

Once  the  priestesses  begin  to  get  a  wide  reputa¬ 
tion  and  acquire  some  wealth,  Ben-Amos  said  that 
they  usually  invest  in  real  estate  around  Benin 
City.  There  they  establish  a  building  and  rent 
rooms  for  which  they  act  as  a  landlady.  This  build¬ 
ing  is  established  without  their  husbands  because 
once  women  become  autonomous  through  financial 
independence,  they  tend  to  seek  personal  indepen¬ 
dence  also. 

They  lead  congregations  from  these  compounds 
and  obtain  a  position  of  power,  although  unofficial. 
Eventually,  the  priestesses  attain  all  three  aspects 
that  constitute  greatness  in  Benin.  They  have 
fame,  high  political  power  and  control  over  their 
own  resources,  both  economic  and  occult.  This  evi¬ 
dence,  said  Ben-Amos,  proves  that  women  do  not 
participate  only  to  solve  emotional  problems.

she  caught  up  on  learning. 

Karen  says  she  was  labeled  “learn¬ 
ing  disabled”  in  the  ninth  grade.  But 
not  until  the  end  of  her  junior  year  in 
1983  was  she  diagnosed  as  dyslexic, 
meaning  that  her  brain  jumbled  the 
order  of  words  and  letters.  “Was”  be¬ 
comes  “saw”  to  Karen,  whose  intelli¬ 
gence  is  unaffected  by  dyslexia. 

She  got  as  far  as  the  ninth  grade 
only  by  cheating,  she  said  without 
apology  during  a  visit  to  Boston  from 
her  home  in  suburban  Beverly. 

“I  did  a  lot  of  taking  other  kids’ 
papers,  erasing  their  names.  Just 
cheating  mostly.  I  didn’t  really  think 
about  it.  It  was  a  question  of  sur¬ 
vival,”  said  Karen,  now  a  20-year-old 
college  freshman. 

“I  was  hiding  my  not  being  able  to 
read  more  from  my  peers  than  from 
my  teachers  because  the  judgement 
of  your  friends  is  more  important.” 

After  school  authorities  discoverd 
her  reading  problem,  she  complains, 
they  did  little  more  than  assure  her 
she  wasn’t  stupid.  She  was  shunted  to 
a  corner  three  times  a  week  and  sat 
before  a  workbook,  she  recalled. 

“There  was  no  remedial  work  at 
all,”  she  said. 

Her  reading  was  still  extremely 
poor,  but  she  made  it  into  the  Na¬ 
tional  Honor  Society  in  her  senior 
year  because  her  dyslexia  was  ‘taken 
into  account,’  along  with  all  of  her 
school  activities. 

A  special  tutor  was  called  in  to 
teach  her  six  days  a  week. 

Although  she  gave  a  speech  at  her 
class  of  1984’s  graduation,  Karen 
agreed  not  to  accept  her  diploma  or 
formally  graduate  so  Henniker  High 
School  would  pay  her  tuition  at  the 
Landmark  school  of  Beverly,  which 
specializes  in  helping  dyslexics. 

After  a  year  at  Landmark,  the  spe¬ 
cial  school  recommended  she  spend 
another  year  there  to  prepare  for  col¬ 
lege.

Her  family  is  suing  the  school  for 
the  $17,000  they  paid  in  Lnadmark 
tuition  during  the  second  year,  which 
she  completed  this  summer.  Now 
she’s  a  freshman  at  Salem  State  Col¬ 
lege  and  works  part-time  at  Land¬ 
mark  coaching  lacrosse,  soccer,  and 
other  sports. 

Ruling  in  the  suit,  the  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  State  Court  said  mailing  the 
diploma  was  not  a  form  of  due  process 
and  ordered  a  new  hearing  by  the

Karen  says  the  case  has  turned 
many  in  her  hometown  against  her 
family.

Sewing  someone’s  clothes 
together  may  seem  like  an  old  joke 
everyone  knows,  but  how  many  peo¬ 
ple  are  constantly  on  guard  for  their 
shirt  sleeves  to  be  sewn  together? 
The  element  of  surprise  is  one  of  the 
best  advantages  of  the  trickster. 

If  you  happen  to  have  a  willing 
friend  who  is  a  chemistry  major,  you 


have  a  veritable  wealth  of  tricks  at 
your  fingertips.  Try  some  silver  ni¬ 
trate  on  a  random  doorknob.  It  will 
leave  a  brown  stain  that  only  comes 
off  with  time.  Or  have  your  friend 
whip  up  a  loud  but  harmless  contact 
explosive  to  put  in  strategic  places 
and  surprise  unsuspecting  victims. 

All  right,  so  you’re  of  the  old  school 
and  like  treats  better  than  tricks. 
With  a  little  imagination,  the  two  can 
be  combined  for  Halloween  fun.  Give 
cupcakes  frosted  with  whipped  short¬ 
ening  and  a  little  unsweetened  cocoa 
added.  Trust  me,  it  looks  delicious.  Or 
separate  Oreos  and  replace  the  mid¬ 
dle  with  toothpaste.  No  one  will  sus¬ 
pect  a  trick  until  it’s  too  late. 

The  very  best  tricks  are  the  ones 
that  aren’t  revealed  until  later.  A 
classic  is  putting  raisins  in  a  tooth¬ 
paste  tube.  When  they  come  out  they 
look  like  brown  bugs  on  the  tooth¬ 
brush  and  are  guaranteed  to  get  a 
reaction. 

The  reaction  is  what  makes  tricks 
funny.  This  means  you  need  to  choose 
your  trickees  carefully.  Playing  tricks 


on  people  who  cannot  take  a  joke  ru¬ 
ins  the  whole  thing. 

An  unfortunate  aspect  of  trick¬ 
playing  is  the  tricksfer  usually  can’t 
be  on  hand  for  the  reaction.  It’s  just 
too  risky;  like  a  criminal  returning  to 
the  scene  of  the  crime.  Instead,  have 
a  trusted  friend  relay  the  action  play- 
by-play  for  you.  It’s  not  as  satisfying, 
but  it’s  safer.

“For  the  Fall-Winter  months,  the 
average  number  of  tickets  written 
per  month  is  6388.5  parking  and  202.2 
moving.

Black  Americans'  lifestyle 
influenced  by  African  culture

From  break-dancers  on  skates  to 
bluesmen  in  nightclubs  to  the 
preacher  behind  the  pulpit,  African 
influences  appear  in  all  aspects  of  the 
Black  American  culture  -  especially 
in  the  spoken  word. 

In  a  film  entitled  “The  Performed 
Word:  Expressive  Language  in  Black 
American  Churches,”  shown  last 
Thursday  as  part  of  the  Religion  in 
Africa  conference,  an  explanation  of 
how  African  influences  appear  in  the 
“performed”  word  was  given. 

The  film  examined  a  wide  variety  of 
performance  situations  and  then  re¬ 
lated  them  to  forms  of  Afro-American 
religious  expression. 

The  main  concern  of  the  film  con¬ 


trasted  the  preaching  style  of  Berke¬ 
ley,  Calif.,  preacher  Bishop  E.  E. 
Cleveland  with  that  of  his  daughter, 
Pastor  Ernestine  Cleveland  Reems. 

Bishop  Cleveland  composes  his  ser¬ 
mons  in  a  symbol  system,  with 
African  influences,  shared  by  his  con¬ 
gregation,  but  not  by  non- Afro- 
Americans,  while  his  daughter’s  ser¬ 
mons  are  designed  to  reach  beyond 
her  culture. 

Both  preachers  use  a  dramatic  call 
and  response  style  of  preaching, 
building  up  the  tension  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  and  then  releasing  it. 

The  film  captured  and  expressed 
the  power  of  this  performed  word  and 
the  congregation’s  strong  response  to 
it.

The  importance  of  visual  signs  and 
verbal  art  in  the  funerary  obser¬ 
vances  of  the  BaHemba  people  of 
Zaire  was  the  subject  of  a  paper  pre¬ 
sented  by  Thomas  and  Pamela 
Blakely  of  BYU’s  Department  of  An¬ 
thropology  as  part  of  the  Religion  in 
Africa  conference  last  Thursday. 

For  the  BaHemba  people,  there’s 
much  less  separation  between  the  liv¬ 
ing  and  the  dead  than  is  commonly 
seen  in  the  western  world. 

This  causes  funerals  to  take  on  an 
extremely  important  role  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  which  is  directly  correlated 
with  the  importance  of  ancestors  to 
the  BaHemba  people. 

The  format  of  the  funerals  depends 
on  who  died.  For  a  child  the  funeral 


may  last  a  week,  for  an  adult  leader  it 
may  last  anywhere  from  months  to 
years,  according  to  the  Blakelys. 

When  the  funerals  last  for  such  a 
long  time,  special  events  are  usually 
held  weekly.  The  funeral  events  are  a 
“major  community  festival  event,” 
said  Mr.  Blakely,  and  are  often 
sought  out  by  people  from  all  over  the 
area. 

BaHemba  funeral  ceremonies  fre¬ 
quently  include  the  use  of  proverbs  by 
the  men.  This  type  of  speech  is  highly 
valued,  as  are  expert  hand  gestures 
that  accompany  the  proverbs. 

This  verbal  art  holds  much  more 
value  than  the  “straight-line  logic” 
employed  by  many  Western  societies, 
said  Mr.  Blakely. 

Logic  is  not  excluded  from  speech 
but  is  considered  an  inferior  tech-

Americans  back 
on  standard  time 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  America 
is  back  on  standard  time. 

Standard  time  and  daylight  saving 
time  are  twice-a-year  changes  that 
confuse  many  Americans,  but  today’s 
time  system  is  vastly  simpler  than 
timekeeping  in  the  19th  century.  The 
current  system  of  standard  time  took 
effect  Nov.  18,  1883,  providing  the 
first  uniform  national  system  of  time. 

Before  that,  time  was  purely  local, 
with  each  city  and  town  setting  its 
public  clock  according  to  the  passage 
of  the  sun  overhead  at  noontime. 
Thus,  each  hour  was  marked  in  Al¬ 
bany,  N.Y.,  one  minute  and  one  sec¬ 
ond  before  it  occurred  in  New  York 
City.  Sacramento,  Calif.,  was  3 
hours,  9  minutes  and  51  seconds  ear¬ 
lier  than  New  York,  but  3  minutes 
and  56  seconds  later  than  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

It  was  the  railroads,  trying  to  make 
sense  out  of  their  timetables,  that  fi¬ 
nally  organized  the  current  system  of 
uniform  time  zones  known  as  stan¬ 
dard  time  across  the  country. 

The  introduction  of  daylight  saving 
time  came  during  World  War  I  in  an 
effort  to  save  electricity  by  moving  an 
hour  of  light  to  the  evening.  It  was 
abandoned  after  the  war.

Mrs.  Blakely  spoke  on  the  concern 
the  BaHemba  people  have  for  the  hu¬ 
man  element  in  everything  that  hap¬ 
pens. 

In  the  case  of  death,  the  people 
want  to  know  why  it  happened  to  that 
person  when  it  did.  The  women  of  the 
group  discuss  this  through  songs, 
dances  and  poetry  at  the  funeral. 

There  can  be  three  different  inter¬ 
pretations  of  songs,  said  Mrs. 
Blakely. 

The  lyrics  can  be  interpreted  as 
accusing  someone  of  causing  the 
death,  as  applying  specifically  to  the 
individual  who  died,  and  as  an  outlet 
for  the  feelings  of  the  performer.
